Dr. Sze, asserting that the. hope 


for world disarmament -depends upon 
. the league's action now, denounced 
Japan's "violence- and' military ag- 
gression" and demanded that 
the 


league direct immediate withdraw- 
al of Japanese troops -from Manchu- 
ria. 


He invoked the league of nations 


covenant and the Kellogg pact as 
"cornerstones of world peace," and 
asserted -that China has lived up to 
the principles of the league under 
"terrible provocations." 


He emphasized that quick action is 


essential if "most unhappy results" 
are to be avoided. 


, "While he spoke 
the 
diminutive 


Kenkichi Qoshizawa, Japan's rep- 
resentative, sat impassively on the 
other side of the council table. 


"When our territory was suddenly' 


invaded on a vast scale, our towns 
laid waste and our peaceful citizens 
done to death, what was our reply?" 
asked Dr. Sze. 


The reply, he said, was In the form 


of three executive proclamations call- 
Ing on the Chinese to remain calm 
and await the league's action. 


Hopes for Peace 


"The covenant and the Kellogg 


pact are two sheet anchors to which 
we have moored our ship of state," 
he said, "and with the help of these 
we believe we shall ride out this 
tstorm. 


"But the covenant and pact are 


also the corner-stone of a world-wide 
edifice of .peace and if they crum- 
ble that edifice collapses." 
o 


"However remote and irrevelant 


this disturbance in the Far East may 
seem to the west, engrossed in its 
pressing cares, the web of rate finds 
us all together and unless we can 
cooperate effectively In this 
grave 


emergency we shall fail in disarma- 
ment, we shall fail to instill any 
confidence in international security 
and order and by the same token 
we shall fail to grapple with the 
•world economic crisis. 


"China has put .herself in 
the 


hands of the league and abides the 
Issue with confidence in lier des- 
tiny and in the moral forces of civ- 
ilization. The league cannot fail for 
its success Is bound up with the In- 
terests of all civilized nations, with 
that of Japan and America as well 
as that of China and other members 
oE the league." 


Jap Presents Case 


The Japanese representative pre- 


sented his side of the case when the 
council reconvened after luncheon. 


Japan still Insists on direct ne- 


gotiations with China, he told his 
colleagues, and meanwhile an offi- 
cial note from his government Indi- 
cates its military operations in Man- 
churia are at a standstill. 


Since Its beginning, operations of 


Japanese troops, he said, have been 
for the protection of Koreans and 
Japanese against the "robber man- 
date." 


As for the bombardment of Chin- 


chow, he was Instructed to say. the 
Japanese government explains it as 
in retaliation for a Chinese- attack 
on Japanese piano:.

day.

chamber last February, were back 
with the sole purpose of overturn- 
ing the Bruening regime and replac- 
ing it with a belligerent 
rightist 


government.

quest President von Hindenburg to 
dissolve the Reichstag and call elec- 
tions for Nov. S, (3) declare void all 
emergency decrees issued since Oct.

Escape With $2,000 in Cash 


After Battle on Street

mobile loads of bandits early today 
isolated this town from communica- 
tion, wrecked the State bank build- 
ing with a dozen blasts of nitro- 
glycerin, shot up the town and es- 
caped with more than $2,000 in cur- 
rency 
and1 
negotiable 
securities 


amounting to more than $1,000. 


Scores of shells from shotguns, re- 


volvers and other firearms 
were 


found scattered- through the streets 
in the business section. 


Marion Bailey 72. president of tho 


bank who lives across the street 
from the Institution and who was 
awakened by tho explosives, engaged 
in a gun fight with a bandit station- 
ed In front of tho bank. 


The latter, crouched behind a bar- 


ricade of benches, emptied several 
revolvers at tho Bailey home. One 
ol' the bullets barely missed James 
Young, brother-in-law of Bailey, who 
was sleeping In an upstairs room. 


The robbers had timed the attack 


with the paaHage of a freight train 
through here, starting with a Tew 
low toned blasts. 
After they found- 


residents had been awakened, they 
speeded up their blasting of Hie K.-U'O, 
grabbed up tho money, and 
fled, 


firing several volleys In every 
Ji- 


•reotlon. 


The blasting began at 1MB a. m. 


and lasted until 3:15 a. m. a double 
time lock on tho safe was knocked 
off and the heavy safe doom were 
blown through a partition. The out- 
side wall at tho back of the building 
also 'was blown out. 
Cables at the 


telephone exchange were severed-. 


The bank's loss was protected by 


Insurance. Later estimti ten* were that 
the missing securities might amount 
to only about $500.

Mistakes In Map 
f'Even with the best of motives, 


grave mistakes were made In re- 
making' the map of Europe. Eco- 
nomic facts and unities were disre- 
garded, breaking up the natural eco- 
nomic unit with Vienna as a center. 
And then, the creation of a crop of 
new states hardly contributed to fu- 
ture peace. The move only intensi- 
fied the old problem of intense na- 
tionalism, and' added more dissatis- 
faction. 


"The treaty only exaggerated the 
political and radical mindedness of 
central Europe and the Balkans. The 
dissatisfaction of the central pow- 
ers with the territorial settlements is 
causing new sore spots In Europe. 


"There also are other obstacles to 


peace besides those resulting from 
the treaty. The policy of France 
since the Tfar, is practically keeping 
up the war with Germany is one of 
these. 'National Security' to France 
means that the treaty must not be 
revised and that Germany must re- 
main subordinated. To further se- 
cure her position, France has formed 
an entente with Poland, Czechoslo- 
vakia, Jugoslavia 
and 
Roumania 
against Germany. She persists In 
her extreme armament policy, and 
blocks all attempts at general reduc- 
tion. Furthermore, she practically 
Invalidated all the good effects of

MODERN BELIEFS 


Otherwise Present Institu- 


tions Cannot Be Interpret- 
ed, Says Trevor 


Emphasizing 
the necessity 
of 


knowledge of the past in order to in- 
telligently interpret present day in- 
stitutions and beliefs, Dr. A. A. Trev- 
er told Lawrence college students 
in an address yesterday 
morning 


that the past, however remote, is 
built Into our present as an integral 
part of it 
Discussing first the material ele- 


ments in the past which have influ- 
enced modern life, Dr. Trever ex- 
plained the stored riches of Rome, 
the ruins of which have come down 
to us as a priceless heritage of the 
beauty of this ancient city. 


"Rome of all the 
ancient cities," 


said Dr. Trever, "is the city of the 
ages. No other city is so symbolic of 
our whole western civilization. 


"And so I might go on choosing 


examules from Rome's outstanding 
museums and galleries, the Vatican, 
Capitohne, National, 
and from a 


multitude of other sources. But In 
emphasizing how the past lives in 
the present and conditions Its devel- 
opment, I must illustrate not only 
from material remains in Rome, but 
also from the immaterial, for the in- 
fluence of the past upon present day 
institutions, belief, 
and culture Is 


even more universal and significant. 


"The Roman clergy are proud to 


show the material 
remains of a 


hoary past in their churches. 
But 


most of them little dream, and might 
even resent the statement that their 
religion is not a pure revelation hand- 
ed down from Jesus 
to Peter and 


his associates, but the result of a 
process of evolution, an extremely 
complex conglomerate of the religion 
of Jesus with Jewish religion, an- 
cient Oriental, Greek, and Roman 
cults, Greek philosophy, Roman Sto- 
ic ethics, Roman law and imperial 
government, 
Babylonian 
magic, 


primitive German superstitions, Me- 
dieval though, Arabic 
philosophy, 


and the spirit of the sixteenth cen- 
tury Catholic reformation, together 
with many of the social, economic, 
and cultural influences of the mod- 
ern age.

"This living, determining past, so 


strikingly in evidence in the older 
countries is just what makes Eur- 
ope in general so intensely interest- 
ing and so instructive to the really 
educated American. In America we 
lack this advantage. Our education 
and culture thus often lack atmos- 
phere and perspective. 


"My advice to you Is, then, save 


your money and go to Europe. But 
do not go without proper intellectu- 
al preparation. 
Go with

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LOWER TAX PREDICTIONS 
The county board and the city coun- 


cil will not be lacking in support for 
their program of tax reduction an- 
nounced last week. The prediction 
that $240,000 might be cut from the 
county levy, followed by Mayor Good- 
land's hope that the city tax might be 
reduced by nearly that amount was 
cheering news indeed to property own- 
ers hit by the business slump. 


These proposed reductions in tax re- 


ceipts contemplate of course decreased 
expenditures by, the county and the 
city. There would be little object in 
reducing taxes and at the same time 
maintaining an expense level that 
would require borrowing later in the 
year to pay current operating costs. If 
the budget is to be balanced, reduced 
revenue means less spending. 


Whether this will result in a reduc- 


tion in services now provided the peo- 
ple or elimination of public improve- 
ments depends ,of course upon the 
economies that can be effected in the - 
administration of ordinary city and 
county government. It involves first 
of all a careful check of leaks from the 
county and municipal treasuiies, eradi- 
cation of * wasteful practices and effi- 
cient use of public time_ and money. 


The public will be little benefited by 


eliminating public services and public 
works that now give employment. If 
tax reduction is predicated upon de- 
creases in payrolls it simply rnea^s tha't 
men now dependent upon county and 
city jobs for their livelihood will have 
to be supported by county and city 
charity. We do not believe that the 
taxpayers of Outagamie county or the 
city of Appleton want tax reductions at 
the price of making paupers out of 
otherwise self supporting citizens. 


While reduction of government ex- 


pense and resultant decrease in taxes is 
highly desirable, even economy can be 
carried to a point where it is a vice in- 
stead'of-a virtue. Every effort should 
be made to reduce the ordinary expense 
of government by eliminating waste 
and increasing efficiency t but it is high- 
ly debatable whether the economy 
program should be carried to the ex- 
treme that will result in taking away 
employment. On the other hand, it 
might be better, even at the cost of 
sacrificing a poition of the proposed 
tax decrease, to enlarge the public 
works program, to engage in such 
projects as are desirable or can profit- 
ably be carried on at this time in order 


' to provide more employment. 
, 
By eliminating other expenditures, 


probably desirable and commendable 
in normal times, and by 
carefully 


watching the spending of public money 
in all departments, generous tax reduc- 
tion probably is possible without add- 
ing to unemployment in the city and 
county.

NOT FAR ENOUGH 


At their convention m Milwaukee 


last week the police chiefs of Wiscon- 
sin were urged by their state presi- 
dent, Henry C. Baker, of Racine, to 
renew their request for a state detec- 
tive bureau. While we believe the po- 
lice chiefs aie on the right track in 
attempting to 
reduce Wisconsin's 


crime rate, we do not believe that they 
have gone far enough. A state de- 
tective bureau's activities would not be 
comprehensive enough to deal with 
our numerous bank robbers and to pro- 
tect the smaller cities and the villages 
from this type of criminal. 


A state" police force, hbwever, if it 


were closely knit and intelligently di- 
rected, with barracks placed at strate- 
gic points throughout the state, would 
be far more efficient in apprehending 
the bank robbers than 
anything we 


now have. 
It is obvious that our pres- 


ent law enforcement machinery is en- 
tirely inadequate to cope with the sit- 
uation. Since Sept. 1 thirty banks in 
Wisconsin have been robbed of more 
than $l60,000_and in only two instances 
ht\e the bandits been captured. This 


ord i* the best argument imaginable 


for the establishment of a state con- 
stabulary. 


The police chiefs, particularly those 


in the smaller cities and towns, know 
how handicapped they are when it 
comes to dealing with bank robbers, 
murderers and "stick-up" men. In 
view of this fact it seems to us tftat the 
police chiefs should welcome a state 
police force and be among the first 
to recommend and work for its estab- 
lishment in Wisconsin. "We certainly 
are making no progress at present in 
attempting to run down these bank 
robbers and put them in prison where 
they belong. New York, Pennsylvan- 
ia and Michigan, which have strong 
state police forces, have few bank rob- 
beries as compared with states that 
have no commonwealth constabularies. 
Why? 


THE WAY TO UNDERSTANDING 


The United States, awake at last to 


the requirements of her financial and 
business situation, is going to "save 
herself whole" as far as domestic effort 
can go. That is pretty far—maybe 
two-thirds of the way to normal pros- 
perity. 


For the present we are concerned 


almost entirely with this task but the 
moment our domestic program is well 
launched the foreign problem is going 
to bob up again. That is largely the 
problem of war debts, upon whose wise 
solution may depend prosperity and 
peace for the next generation or two. 


When Premier Laval of France 


comes to America he is undoubtedly 
going to talk to our governmental and 
business leaders about this, along with 
other problems. He has recently talked 
with the Germans in Berlin, and ap- 
parently has laid a foundation for real 
friendship and understanding between 
his country and Germany. The young 
statesman, untrammeled by precedent 
and hoary traditions, will doubtless 
have something pretty definite to say. 
He is rather"expected to propose a lib- 
eral extension of the year's moratorium 
for war debts and reparations. He may 
propose an entire' readjustment of the 
war debts but that is unlikely at the 
present time, according to information 
from Paris. If he does propose an ex- 
tension of the moratorium, it may be 
assumed from recent comment in 
Washington that he will get a friend- 
ly hearing. 


The United States and France have 


a large total of the world's wealth, and 
the bank vaults of the two nations con- 
tain about 52 or 55 per cent of the 
world's gold at the present time. In 
view of this fact anything that Pre- 
mier Laval and President Hoover 
agree upon regarding the war debts 
and reparations should command the 
attention of the world's other leading 
powers. 


The practice of Premier Laval of 


seeing the heads of the various govern- 
ments concerned in the war debt mat- 
ter is a splendid one, and some good 
should come out of these informal con- 
versations. More can be accomplished 
in a few hours conversation than in a 
year of note writing and it is to be 
hoped that the precedent set by Premier 
Laval and Premier Ramsay MacDonald 
of England in coming to Washington 
to discuss the world's problems will be 
followed more generally in the future. 
It is an efficient and sensible way of 
conducting the world's business, and 
if there is anything we need at the 
piesent time it is efficiency and frank- 
ness

Studied Greece First 


"The first year the student was 


to study an 
ancient 
civilization, 


such as that of Greece. This civil- 
ization .was to be dissected, to use 
the works of Glenn Frank, 
torn 


apart, criticized. 


"The next step was to subtly lead 


the student on to apply the same 
process to modern civilization. He 
was to dissect it, discuss its faults, 
to criticize its every detail. 


"In that frame of mind he was 


left to launch into further study. 
Critical of ancient civilization, crlc- 
ical of modern, civilizaton, he was 
to consder a new civilization. 


"That meant to work for 
the 


abolition of the present system in 
favor of a theoretical system such 
as socialism or communism. 


"The trouble with the 
Experi- 


mental college was that it worked 
too well. It attracted violent radi- 
cals within its doors. They under- 
stood the aims of the school better 
than unsuspecting citizens of .the 
state who never dreamed of such 
a destructive activity 
carried on 


at the tax-payers' expense. 


."Radicalism flourished there and 


one ex-student has since been com- 
munist candidate for governor, be- 
sides being repeatedly arrested for 
rioting.

A 
firm of Cleveland engineers have 
been detained by the' city to draw 
up a report for presentation to Con- 
gress.

part of your face. Keep th«m relax- 
ed so tired UttJe line» around the 
corners will not develop.

Quickly change the focua of your 
eyes to a point at arms lengrth two 
exercises, alternating, ten times. Now 
hold your head erect and without 
turning it at all, look as far to the 
left as Is possible and then to the 
right as far as possible. Do thi» ten 
times and then move- your eyes In a 
complete circle, 
without 
turning 


your head, five times. 


Open your eyes as far as you can. 


count four, close them tightly and 
count three. Repeat the exercise ten 
times. Now soak some cotton pads In 
cool water, place them over your 
eyes and leave them there for five 
minutes. If you possibly can do the 
exercises, followed by the five min- 
ute rest period, twice a day. Tou'll 
notice a decided improvement both 
In the beauty and the strength of 
your eyes within a. few weeks. 


You should use an eye. bath - at 


night to remove all the dirt and dust 
particles which have collected dur- 
ing the day. Fill an eye cup with a 
•weak solution of boraclc acid 
and 


water and thoroughly wash the eyes. 
If you prefer, you may use a pre- 
pared antiseptic solution instead of 
the boracic acid. If you have difficul- 
ty getting your eyes to "wake up," 
bathe them in the morning as well 
as at night. 


If there are tiny lines around your 


eyes or If the skin looks stretched, 
pat them with a. good nourishing 
cream before you go to bed. L*ave a 
little of it on all night. If the lines 
are really etched into the skin, use 
a muscle astringent oil. It will be 
more effective if you warm It before 
you pat It around your eyes. 


You should see an oculist once a 


year and if he advises glasses, buy 
some. Wear them when you read or 
sew, and in that way, you will keep 
them from becoming so weak that 
you have to wear glasses all the 
time.

come of Wisconsin agriculture was 
nearly 20 per cent below that of 1929, 
W. H. Ebling, agricultural statisti- 
cian for the Wisconsin and TJ. S. 
departments of agriculture reported 
today. Preliminary estimates place 
the 1930 gross income at $366,428,- 
000 as compared with $454,8.22,000 in 
1929. 
The 1930 income is the lowest 


since 19*24. 


Earnings from livestock and live- 


stock products estimated at $297,098,- 
000 account for 81 per cent of the 
total gros^ income for 1930 and 19 
per cent of the decrease below 1929 
when the earnings amounted 
to 


$365,390,000. The 1930 income from 
milk, is placed at $176,513,000 as com- 
pared with. $224,968,000 in 1929, a de- 
cline of nearly 22 per cent. 


Decline In Income 


The 1930 income from Wisconsin 


crops amounted to $69,330,000, a 22.5 
per cent decline from the 1929 esti- 
mate of $89,432,000. The value of 
Wisconsin's annual crop production 
Is many times larger than these fig- 
ures, but most of. the crops of the 
state are- marketed in the form of 
livestock and livestock products. 


The gross income from farm pro-

•erve bank rediscount rate to 2i per 
eent has been the sole reason put 
forward for the sudden slump In 
United State government bonds. 


It does not, however, sufficiently 


explain -why treasury long term Is- 
sues should drop 2 to 3 points in a 
«lngle week. It does not explain-why 
treasury bills should drop from a 
price at which they yielded only .50 
per cent per annum to a price where 
their yield Is 2.50 per cent. It does 
not provide amiple reason why Dec. 
15, 1931, certificates should slump to 
a. 1.84 per cent yield basis against 
1.06 per cent as recently as two 
weeks ago. 


More than that, the volume of 
trading !n government bond* sud- 
denly doubled on both the -exchange 
and over the counter. Government 
bonds on the stock exchange on one 
day amounted to only $1,000,000 ana 
the next day the total was doubled. 


A rediscount rate of 2* per cent Is 


still only a nominal rate. It Is not 
high »enough to attract Important 
blocks of funds away from the se- 
curity of government bonds. The ex- 
planation for the weakness cannot 
be found, either, In-the-"wild reports 
exploited in Eurooe that the" Amer- 
ican dollar -was shaky and that the. 
United States -was about to bandon 
the gold,standard. 


Market In Reverse 


Undoubtedly the market is now in 


the reverse- phase of the 
situation 


some months ago, when securities of 
all kinds that were obviously destin- 
ed for .lower levels were sacrificed In 
favor of the safety and tax-exemp- 
tion provisions of government bonds. 
Banks which bought them fort their 
^liquid features have not sold them 
yet in. any large volume. 


But many corporations with ^th 


reserve funds in government bonds, 
investing concerns which .have stood 
aloof from both stocks and bonds, 
and thousands 
of Individuals who 


had turned their money Into gov- 
ernment issues have sold these bonds 
during the past week In'order to ob- 
tain money with whiqfi '-to take ad- 
vantage of the advances In the stock 
and junior bond markets. 


This potential buying power has 


long- been a promise of stimulating 
an upward movement. So long as 
government issues -were yielding i 
per cent or less. It was "only a mat- 
ter of time before those receiving 
such a small return on their money 
would again invest their funds in 
^more speculative but 
much 
more 


profitable ventures. The sudden turn 
of the markets In the past week pro- 
vided the ' opportunity. President 
Hoover's plan for a revolving credit 
for frozen bank assets and Ills prom- 
ises of other constructive steps to 
aid business provided the necessary 
reassurance to the American Invest- 
ing public.

X-Ray Sculptory Gaining 


Favor Among Surgeons 


New Tork — (J?) — The 
X-ray 


sculptor is here. 


X-ray sculptory is a. novelty of 


traumatic surgery, an art of healing 
having numerous up-to-date instru- 
ments-on display-at the meeting of 
the American College of Surgeons. 
Traumatic surgery is one of the 
foremost topics of the five day ses- 
sion, ' dealing with industrial 
and 


automobile accidents. 
The X-ray sculptor uses plaster 


to make a splint in the old-fashioned 
•way, but while the plaster is soft 
the X-ray is used to view the frac- 
ture and make sure by adjustment 
that the plaster will harden with 
the bone in the right position. 


The medical sculptor is concerned 


with holding- the inner surface of 
the plaster, Instead of the 
visible 


contours of the outside. 
A device which makes a. human 


hand resemble a tennis racket head 
Is on display for broken fingers. It 
is 'a loop of thick wire fastened to 
the wrist so that the injured finger 
can be extended straight by mooring 
its end to the wire. The other fin- 
gers remain in use and the loop is 
a guard against bumps. 


There is a new-style pin for fas- 


tening bones, and a "fracture bed" 
which drops away from the patient, 
leaving him suspended In a net, sav- 
ing him from being lifted off and 
onto the bed. 


A traction device has reduced the 


shortening of legs due to 
certain 


fractures from the old loss of about 
two inches in length to only one- 
eighth of an inch. This device was 
developed by Frederic A. Besley of 
"Waukegan, 111., chairman 
of 
the 


board of industrial medicine 
and 


traumatic surgery of the American 
College of Surgeons.

low for this year at 92*. which is 8 
points lower than Saturday's close. 
The trading in this issue, which Is 
recognized generally as one of the 
best railroad loans, was unusually 
heavy. American Telephone deben- 
ture 5s of 1960 and of 1965, Duques- 
ne Light 4 5s, which experienced a 
heavy turnover and Consolidated 
Gas of New York 5*s made varying 
declines. 


United States treasury and Lib- 


erty Loans were generally lower and 
several of them reached new mini- 
mum prices. The Liberty fourth 41s 
were active but trading in the other 
members of this group was limited. 


Recessions in bonds of such high 


investment character was more or 
less in keeping with \-ising money 
rates as the credit of the borrowers 
is so high that the prices of the 
bonds are determined pretty much 
by their interest returns as compar- 
ed with open market money rates. 


However, the decline extended to 


other bonds whose market course re- 
sults from other considerations. The 
downward movement was extensive 
as the following diversified list of ac- 
tive issues indicates. 


Bonds to sell from one to two 


points lower included: Missouri Pa- 
cific Series F 5s. St. Louis San Fran- 
cisco 41s of 1978, Erie 5s of 1975, 
American and Foreign Power 5s, In- 
ternational Telephone Debenture 5s, 
French 7s, German 51s, and German 
Central Agricultural bank 6s of Oc- 
tober I960.

With a population of 25,265, and 


an assessed valuation of 533,454,925, 
Appleton property owners pay a. tax 
rate-of $35 per thousand.

$70,000 from special assessments, $3,- 
500 from license fees, and $100,000 
from, miscellaneous source's of rev- 
enue.

The sacrifice of an Imma- 
terial trick to gain several mater- 
ial tricks later Is a device too 
little used In defense, particularly 
by players who have not had the 
benefit 
of competition against 
those more expert In play. 
I had a letter the other day In 
which the writer said that -while 
she enjoyed my articles 
very 


much, some of the problems of 
play presented were too difficult 
for her to apply. The story of to- 
day's hand is so simple that It 
should be readily assimilable by 
the novice at the Contract table, 
but still Is not applied nearly 
frequently enough. Many a game 
has been made that should have 
been defeated because the defend- 
ing players were too anxious to 
cash their apparent trlcka, forget- 
ting, or disregarding, the fact that 
honors are given to protect your 
low cards and to make them. Into 
trick winners, rather than trash- 
ing them as discards on the De- 
clarer's established 1 o^w-c aid 
tricks. The play of hands at no-' 
Lrump Involves the element of 
time; that is, the success or de- 
feat of such contracts generally 
depends upon which side has been 
able first to establish low-card- 
tricks.

1—South elects to bid his shaded 
diamond holding rather than 
notrump, because of t h e 
dangers of notrump bidding, 
particularly when vulnerable.

partner is strong enough to 
make a response to his bid, 
he puts in a "Stop loss" 
order by first showing the 
suit, even though its strength 
is not quite up to par. - 


2—North has a choice between a 
bid of one notrump and two 
diamonds. The heart weak- 
ness is the deciding factor in 
passing the decision back to 
the Opening bidder. 


3—With 5 honor-tricks and bal- 
anced distribution South, as- 
sured of a favorable diamond 
situation, bids for game in 
notrump. The distribution is 
such as to make the prospect 
of taking 9 tricks much more 
attractive than to attempt to 
take 11. 


West opened his fourth best 
heart. 
His hand contained n o 
trick-taking possibilities outside 
the heart suit. There was an out- 
side chance that the defending 
players might make 4 heart tricks 


and then all that would be nec- 
essary to defeat the contract 
would be for East to find another 
trick somewhere. Against this 
possibility lay the fact that West's 
hand Is devoid of entries save in 
the heart suit Itself. 
Things 
looked a little better for the de- 
fense when Bast put up the King 
and won the first trick. He re- 
turned the 3 of hearts. The De- 
clarer had played the 9 on the 
first lead and.on the return played 
the Queen—a recognized 
false- 
card by the- Declarer. This, to 
Bast, definitely placed five hearts 
in the West hand. If South held 
four hearts Including Q J 9 4, he 
would play the 4 to the first trick 
aa the false-card of the 9 would 
mean the sacrifice of a second 
stopper In the suit. 
West now made the decisive 


defensive play. T h e deuce of 
hearts was still missing and to 
take the heart return and then 
clear the suit would establish two 
good hearts in his hand, it is 
true, but they would be as un- 
attainable as the moon as far as 
defeating the Declarer's contract 
was concerned. To refuse to win 
the trick might conceivably mean 
that South would take all the re- 
maining tricks and thus score an 
additional 50 points in the honor 
column, but from West's stand- 
point that was wholly immaterial. 
If East cannot win a trick before 
the Declarer has scored nine, then 
game and rubber are gone and an 
extra trick Is not at all vital 
when measured against the re- 
wards of a defeated contract. 


Refusal to win the s e c o n d 
round of hearts gave to the de- 
fending players their only hope of 
success. Declarer saw his danger 
and attempted by the only means 
at his command to snatch the 
needed trick if his opponents were 
not alert. He could count 4 sure 
spade tricks, 3 club tricks and had 
already taken a heart. He needed 
but one diamond for game and 
rubber. 
He led the club 3 from 
his own hand, playing the King 
from the Dummy and then led a 
small diamond from the Dummy 
toward his own holding. 
East, 
however, 'was not to be deceived. 
He played the Ace and returned 
a heart. Thus East and West 
secured 4 heart tricks and 1 dia- 
mond, defeating the contract 1 
trick. Had West taken the second 
lead of hearts and cleared the 
suit, Declarer would have made 
10 tricks instead of 8. 


TODAT'S POINTER 


Partnership morale in Contract 
will always be maintained at a 
very high level if the following 
r u l e is obeyed to the letter: 
"Never reproach your partner if 
there is the slightest thing for 
which you can reproach yourself." 
Most disasters could be avoided 
by a good player himself if he 
took care to foresee partner's pos- 
sible mistakes. 
When partner makes an error 


his mind is often too preoccupied 
to dwell carefully on the new 
hand dealt and a second and a 
third mistake of even a more 
serious nature is apt to follow un- 
less some precautionary measures 
are taken at once. The best plan 
is to be deliberately slow for a 
while and to cheer your partner 
up until he completely recovers. 
The same plan should be followed 
after a large penalty sting. 


Recriminations, even though 


one is quite right, are like pour- 
ing water on flaming oil and 
serious mistakes almost inevit- 
ably follow.

TO STOP FREEZING 


Costly and Difficult Repairs 


Can Be Avoided by Pre- 
caution 
(Editor's Note: This Is the fourth 
of a series of articles on preparation 
of the home for winter.)

Washington—After the house and 


heating unit has been Inspected and 
prepared for cold weather, there are 
many lltle things that can be done 
around the house that 
will save 


much time and effort of the tenant 
when winter sets in. 
Water pipes during: severe win- 
ters present a source of trouble that 
is both costly and difficult to repair. 
An ounce of prevention now will be 
worth a pound of- cure when freez- 
ing weather causes poorly protected 
pipes to burst. 
Vincent B. Phelan of the U. S. 


Department of Commerce, gives the 
following method of protecting pipes 
against freezing. 
"Water pipes -which are exposed 


to freezing temperatures should be 
covered In some manner, especially 
those located out of doors or in un- 
heated spaces, as under porches or 
in outbuildings. 
Felt Coverings Good 


"For pipes located In unheated 


areas it is -well to use a commercial 
covering made of a layer of hair felt 
and a layer of wool felt. This g«n-

to thaw them out is to apply a di- 
rect flame to the pipe -working to- 
ward the supply end of the pipe and 
keeping the faucet open to know 
when the flow starts.
